THEY WERE REMOVED EROM THE BUS DUE TO RIDERS COMPLAINING THAT HE WAS 
GROPING HER PUBLICLY, BOSS L/S HEADED SB ON EOOT 

I arrived at the scene, and I observed the following: 

The suspect (Identified as Joey Anderson) was holding onto the victim's 
upper torso, while she was sitting on the sidewalk. The victim (later 
Identified as Madison Vassis) appeared to have little to no control of her 
body, and couldn't keep her body upright on her own. 

(she was slumped over, and as soon as Anderson let go of her, she fell 
over completely flopping down on the sidewalk). 

Seattle Eire personnel were trying to render aid to Vassis, but Anderson 
preventing them from doing.

GROPING HER PUBLICLY, BOSS L/S HEADED SB ON EOOT 

I arrived at the scene, and I observed the following: 

The suspect (Identified as Joey Anderson) was holding onto the victim's 
upper torso, while she was sitting on the sidewalk. The victim (later 
Identified as Madison Vassis) appeared to have little to no control of her 
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body, and couldn't keep her body upright on her own. 


(she was slumped over, and as soon as Anderson let go of her, she fell 
over completely flopping down on the sidewalk). 

Seattle Fire personnel were trying to render aid to Vassis, but Anderson 
preventing them from doing. 

Anderson appeared to be intoxicated, and he was instructed to move out of 
the way, so Fire could render aid to Vassis. Fire advised they observed 
Anderson putting things in Vassis bag when they arrived. 

During my interview with Anderson he stated the following: 

Immediately, he asked me if he could leave, and told me he wanted to get on 
the bus to go home. (I told Anderson he was detained) and when asked about 
what happened, he told me he was was helping out his friend (Vassis). 

He didn't know what her real name was, but he called her "Bunny". He went 
on to say he met her at his work, and she needed help. He didn't know what 
she took, and later said he knew nothing, and he didn't know "shit". He 
later said he would make sure she got home. 

Vassis appeared to be under the influence of a powerful substance, she was 
un-alert, and in an out of consciousness. Fire personnel advised she was 
exhibiting signs of being under the influence of a tranquilizing agent. 

Vassis was transported to Harborview Medical Center. When we arrived at 
HMC, and more time elapsed, Vassis was still in a compete stand of 
intoxication, and exhibiting signs of being under the influence of a 
tranquilizer or another narcotic that mimics the same symptoms. 

One liquor bottle, and two condoms were recovered from Andersons person 
incident to arrest. I collected the liquor bottle, packaged it, and 
submitted it as evidence. The bottle of liquor may have contained other 
intoxicants. Condoms were recovered from Anderson, and they were entered in 
as evidence as well. 

This report is intended as a summary of the events that occurred under the 
listed case number. I have paraphrased conversations and do not include any 
exact sequence of events. For any exact quotes or exact sequence of events, 
I would refer the reader to my BWV, as it was recording at the time of this 
incident.

Certification for Determination of Probable Cause 

That R. Ishimitsu is a Detective with the Seattle Police Department and has 
reviewed the investigation conducted in Seattle Police Department Case 
number 2018-297404. There is probable cause to believe that Joseph 
Anderson committed the crime of Attempted Indecent Liberties within the 
City of Seattle, County of King, State of Washington. This belief is 
predicated on the following facts and circumstances. 

On 08-10-18 at 1829 hours. Police Dispatch received a call from a patron 
that was riding a King County Metro bus. This patron reported that a male 
was carrying an underage intoxicated female off the bus because other 
riders were complaining that the male was groping the under aged 
intoxicated female publicly on the bus. The male and the under aged 
intoxicated female were last seen southbound on foot from Denny Way and 
Aurora Ave. North. 

Seattle Police Officers Murphy and Passarella responded to the area. Upon 
their arrival. Police Dispatch announced that Seattle Fire needed an 
expedited response. Seattle Fire Department personnel were located and 
observed tending to an intoxicated male and female. Seattle Police Officers 
Murphy and Passarella determined that the intoxicated male and female were 
the same subjects from their original call.

MV stated that on 08-10-18 she went to the E-Line stop located at 152

area. While at the bus stop, a male approached her and asked her how much 
she costed. MV informed the male that she was not a hooker. The male then 
pulled out a bottle of liquor from his pants and asked if she wanted some. 

MV told the male no. The male then introduced himself as "Joey" and shook 
her hand. When MV's E-Bus arrived, she boarded the bus. The male also 
boarded the bus. They both sat on the bench seat that faced inward behind 
the bus driver. The male pointed to his tattoos and said that they were his 
kids. When MV asked how old they were, the male said that he did not know. 

MV only recalled the first 5 minutes of the bus ride and then blacked out. 

The next thing she recalled was waking up at HMC with injuries. MV has no 
recollection of what happened. The only medication she ingested in the 
morning of this assault was Celexa. MV has been taking this medication for 
a while. This medication would make her a little sleepy, but has never 
caused a blackout. MV stated that she did not use any other drugs or 
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alcohol prior to meeting this male. MV felt that "Joey" drugged her when he 
shook her hand.

MV began to try to give Seattle Fire personnel 
hugs. By the time Seattle Fire personnel completed their evaluation of MV, 

MV was passed out with her head between her knees.

Certification for Determination of Probable Cause 

That R. Ishimitsu is a Detective with the Seattle Police Department and has 
reviewed the investigation conducted in Seattle Police Department Case 
number 2018-297404. There is probable cause to believe that Joseph 
Anderson committed the crime of Attempted Indecent Liberties within the 
City of Seattle, County of King, State of Washington. This belief is 
predicated on the following facts and circumstances. 

On 08-10-18 at 1829 hours. Police Dispatch received a call from a patron 
that was riding a King County Metro bus. This patron reported that a male 
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was carrying an underage intoxicated female off the bus because other 
riders were complaining that the male was groping the under aged 
intoxicated female publicly on the bus. The male and the under aged 
intoxicated female were last seen southbound on foot from Denny Way and 
Aurora Ave. North. 

Seattle Police Officers Murphy and Passarella responded to the area. Upon 
their arrival, Police Dispatch announced that Seattle Fire needed an 
expedited response. Seattle Fire Department personnel were located and 
observed tending to an intoxicated male and female. Seattle Police Officers 
Murphy and Passarella determined that the intoxicated male and female were 
the same subjects from their original call. The intoxicated male was later 
identified as Joseph Anderson and the intoxicated female was later 
identified as MV. William Wheatley (Seattle Fire Department) informed them 
that Joseph Anderson would not leave MV alone and was trying to drag her 
off. William Wheatley also informed them that MV stated that she did not 
know Anderson, and that he was trying to have sex with her. 

Seattle Police Officer Passarella observed Joseph Anderson holding onto 
MV's upper torso, while MV was seated on the sidewalk. MV appeared to have 
little to no control of her body and could not keep her body upright on her 
own. Joseph Anderson was separated from MV and Seattle Police Officer 
Passarella stayed with Joseph Anderson while Seattle Police Officer met 
with MV. Joseph Anderson immediately asked Seattle Police Officer 
Passarella that he wanted to take a bus home, and that he was just helping 
a friend. Joseph Anderson did not know MV's name. Joseph Anderson call MV 
"bunny" and said that he had met her at his work and that she needed help. 
Joseph Anderson said that he did not know what MV took and that he knew 
nothing. 

Seattle Police Officer Murphy observed MV to be in a near catatonic state. 

Seattle Police Officer Murphy attempted to interview MV. MV was not capable 

of answering questions. MV was sprawled back with her shoulders supported 
by one of the Seattle Firefighters. MV's legs were spread apart with her 
skirt hiked up. Seattle Police Officer Murphy noted that MV's underwear was 
stretched out at the crotch area as if someone had been yanking at them 
with force. MV was later transported to HMC for treatment. 

Seattle Police Officer Murphy contacted Joseph Anderson and read him his 

Miranda Rights. Joseph Anderson stated that he did not know MV and that he 

had just met her earlier that day on Aurora Ave. North. Joseph Anderson was 
asked what they were doing on the bus earlier. Joseph Anderson said that 
they were just, "kicking it". Seattle Police Officer Murphy placed Joseph 
Anderson under arrest. During a pat down search, Seattle Police Officer 
Murphy recovered two latex condoms from Joseph Murphy's right front pants 
pocket, and a half consumed 5th of alcohol that was stuffed down the front 
of Joseph Anderson's pants.

This Detective responded to the King County Jail on 08-13-18 at 1130 hours. 
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Joseph Anderson was in the infirmary and was still detoxing, so I was 
unable to meet with him. 


MV was interviewed by this Detective on 08-14-18 at 0823 hours. In summary, 
MV stated that on 08-10-18 she went to the E-Line stop located at 152 
Aurora Ave. North. She was planning to meet a date in the Northgate Mall 
area. While at the bus stop, a male approached her and asked her how much 
she costed. MV informed the male that she was not a hooker. The male then 
pulled out a bottle of liquor from his pants and asked if she wanted some. 
MV told the male no. The male then introduced himself as "Joey" and shook 
her hand. When MV's E-Bus arrived, she boarded the bus. The male also 
boarded the bus. They both sat on the bench seat that faced inward behind 
the bus driver. The male pointed to his tattoos and said that they were his 
kids. When MV asked how old they were, the male said that he did not know. 
MV only recalled the first 5 minutes of the bus ride and then blacked out. 
The next thing she recalled was waking up at HMC with injuries. MV has no 
recollection of what happened. The only medication she ingested in the 
morning of this assault was Celexa. MV has been taking this medication for 
a while. This medication would make her a little sleepy, but has never 
caused a blackout. MV stated that she did not use any other drugs or 
alcohol prior to meeting this male. MV felt that "Joey" drugged her when he 
shook her hand.

Evidence 


Item 835001-1: Sealed sexual assault evidence collection kit reportedly collected from Madison Vassis. 
The perineal/vulvar, vaginal, anal interior, and anal exterior swabs and the underwear were examined. 

Methods and Observations 


Portions of the perineal/vulvar, vaginal, anal interior, and anal exterior swabs were removed and 
extracted. The extracts were examined microscopically for the presence of spermatozoa. No 
spermatozoa were observed. The extracts were further tested for p30 (a protein used in the detection 
of semen) with negative results for all. No further testing was performed on the anal interior or anal 
exterior swabs. The perineal/vulvar and vaginal swabs samples were extracted for DNA content. 

Yellow staining was observed in the interior front crotch area of the underwear. The interior crotch 
area, including portions of the front and back panels, was mapped for the presence of acid 
phosphatase (AP, an enzyme found in elevated levels in semen). AP was detected correlating to the 
yellow staining. A portion of the staining was removed, extracted, and examined microscopically for the 
presence of spermatozoa. No spermatozoa were observed. The extract was additionally tested for the 
presence of p30 with a negative result. No further testing was performed on the underwear. 

The DNA extracts from the perineal/vulvar and vaginal swabs were quantified for total human and 
human male DNA content. No male DNA was detected. No further testing was performed on the 
perineal/vulvar or vaginal extracts.
